Grand Vizier forms no Projeés of his own, 
but endeavours to keep fafe in his Office by 
conforming himfelf to che Sulean’sInclination 
and Will in all Things ; that the deposd 
Grand Vizier Kaly-lucoche who was fent in 
Banifhment to the Ifle of Lemnos, is made 
Bafla of Canee, in the Room of Dabdula Bat. 
fa, whom the Grand Signior has fent for to 
Court with defign tc conferr on him fome o- 
ther Employment: And that the Hofpodar of 
Moldavia is depos'd, but that the People of 
that Country having refus'd to pay Obedience 
to the Perfon whom the Ottoman Porte have 
nominated in his ftead, ’tis prefum’d the fore 
mer will be re-eftablifh’d in his Dignity, upon 
his paying a large Sum of Money, which ie 
feems he offers. Thefe Letters add, that 
Madam Colliers, Mother of the Dutch Am- 
baffador, is dead ; and that fhe has left behind 
her to her Son above 200 Purfes, formerly 
bequeath’d to her by her Husband who was 
alfo Ambaflador from the States General to 
the Porte. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated June 16. 
Cafal, June 2. The Dutchefs d’ Elbceuf, who 
has been fome Time at Milan, whither fhe 
went to vifit the Prince and Princefs of Vau- 
demont, came back hither fome Days ago, to 
take her Leave of the Duke of Mantua and 
his DutchefS her Daughter: She ftaid but 2 
Days here, and is gone to Genoa, where fhe 
is to embark for France, and will be attended 
by fome of the King’s Galleys that are ap- 
pointed to convoy her. The Night before 
laft, che Duke of Vendome arriv'd here from 
the Army in Lombardy ; and will proceed 
from hence in a few Days, to put himfelf at 
the Head of the Troops that are drawing to- 
gether at Foncanella. The Count d’ Eftaing 
is with 4000 Men in the Neighbourhood of 
Ivrea, to prevent the Enemy’s furprizing and 
carrying off the Ammunitions and Provifions 
thar are fent to that Piace, where great Ma- 
gazines are laying up againftthe opening of 
the Campaign. The artery is all drawn 
out of Vercelli, and all the Fortifications of 


that Place are blown up: 50 Pieces of that 
_ Artillery are brought hither, to be plac’d in 


our Caftle and on our Ramparts. 


From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 18. &c. 

Milan, June 6. The Prince of Vaudemont, 
our Governour General; is gone to Voghera 
to meet the Marquis de Bedmar, who is ex- 
peéted there to Morrow, on the Way to Na- 
ples, where he will pafs over iuao Sicily of 
which he is Viceroy : They write from Na- 
ples, that the Duke d’ Efcalona Viceroy of 
that Kingdom has remov'd out of the chief 
Apartment of his Palace, and has order'd it to 
Be fitted up very magnificently againft the 
coming of the Marquis de Bedmar ; and that 
the Countefs de San Eftevan de Gormaz, tlic 
Duke d’ Efcalona’s Daughter in Law, has 
likewife quitted that Part of the Palace in 
Which fhe ufuaiiy lodges in Order to the 
Marchionefs ce Bedina’s being lodg’d and 
entertain'd there. 2000 Prifoners, Geimans 
and Piemontois, among them about 400 Offi- 
cers, are on the Wey to Genoa to be tranf- 
ported thence to France. The Duke of Ven- 
dome is at Cafal, haftening the great Prepara- 
tions that are making there for the intended 
Siege of Turin. His Troops that were in 
Quarters of Refrefhment, are filing to cheir 
Rendezvous appointed between Crefcentino 
and Ivrea, the Count de Albergotti com. 
manding them: And ‘tis reported the Duke 
de la Feuillade is in full march with his Forces 
to joyn them. "Tis believ'd that in a few days 
they will pafsthe Doria, to diflodgethe Duke 
of Savoy from Chivas that they may fecure a 
free Paffage up the Po ; which is effential to 
be done before Siege be laidto Turin. Mon- 
fieur de Lapara is to have the Direétion of that 


_ Siege under the Duke de la Feuillade; the 


Duke of Vendome being to return to the Ar- 
my under the Grand Prior his Brother in the 


‘ Breffan, afloon as he has feen the faid Sie 


form’d in fuch a Manner as he himfelf fhall 
order. Mean Time, the Duke of Savoy has 
put a ftrong Garrifon of Germans, under 2 
Governour of their own Nation, into Turin, 
and with the reft of his Troops has pofted 
himfelf at Chivas, 


Plymouth, June 15. This day came in Her 
Majefty’s Ship the Exeter from Ireland : Aifo 
the new Hamphhire of London, Robert Eatt- 
on Commander, from New-England, with 
Matts for our Dock. At the fame Time pafs'd 
by this Harbour to the Eaftward, Her Maje- 
fty’s Ship the Advice, and under her Convoy 
‘unt 15 Sail of Merchant Ships from New- 
England for London.
